Chrétien Listens Counter-Proposal to 
White Paper Presented 


The Mohawk Institute on the 
Six Nations Reserve near Brant- 
ford was the scene of an impor- 
tant conference last weekend 
when members of the Association 
of Iroquois and Allied Indians 
met with the Minister of Indian 
Affairs, the Hon. Jean Chrétien 
to present their counter-pro- 
posal to the federal government's 
white paper on Indian policy. 

Chiefs and councils from 
the seven member bands were 
there, as well as representatives 
from twelve other bands , who 
have not, as yet, joined the 
Association, although some of 
these indicoted their intesest 
in so doing. 

From the Tyendinaga Mo- 
hawk band, Chief Ear! Hill and 
Councillors Dr. C.C. Brant, 
Corl D. Brant, Willard Hill and 
Garnet Maracle were in atten- 
dance, as well as welfare ad- 
ministrator, John R. Brant. A 
number of other interested band 
members travelled to the confer- 
ence with the official delegotes. 

Other member bands parti- 
cipating in the conference were 
the St. Regis, Mississauga, 
Oneida, Gibson, Moravian and 
Six Nations bands. 

The formal presentation to 
the Minister was made on Satur- 
day afternoon, by seven sub- 
committee members, representing 
five bands. 

Chief Earl Hill, chairman 
of the sub-committee on claims 
ond treaties, spoke, as did 
~ others from the sub-committees 


of lands, economic development, 
health and welfare, education, 
membership and financing. All 
the points presented to the min- 
ister had beenpreviously agreed 
upon by all members of the Asso- 
ciation, which means that each 
member band council, had pass- 
ed resolutions endorsing each 
point presented in the brief. 
The political structure of the 
Association is a fairly complex 
one, and is patterned on the 
structure of the Iroquois Confed- 
eracy. 
Following the formal presen- 
tation, a question and answer 
period followed with the Honour- 


pble Minister, Mr. Chrétien, 


fielding questions from the floor. 
Chief Hill's feeling was thet 
Mr. Chretien was "quite sincere" 
in his response, and that things 
are definitely moving in the 
direction of an amicable work- , 
ing agreement between the 
AIAI and the federal govern- 
ment. The situation has defin- 
itely improved in the last yeor 
and a half, Chief Hill said,since 
fepresentatives of the Association 
began official discussions with 
various members of the govern- 
ment in Ottawa. We used our 
own money for these delegations 
said the Chief, as an aside. 
Discussions followed on 
Sunday, but without Mr. Chrétie 
The next conference is 
scheduled to be held in January 
on the St. Regis Reserve near 
Cornwall, when further plans 
will be made, and an executive 


director possibly appointed. 

In the meantime, the two 
Mohawk member bands -- 
Tyendinaga and Six Nations will 
hold elections on December 18th. 
On the Tyendinaga Reserve, 
Chief Eorl Hill, has again been 
chosen to lead the Mohawk 
People's Party (originally nick- 
named the Longhairs) but the 
leader of the Progressive Mo- 
hawks (the Shorthairs) had, at 
Press time, not been officially 
named. 

But no matter who is elected 
as Chief and Council, the 
points as presented last-weekend': 
conference will not be changed 
for all our band members are in 
agreement on those, he said.

A BY-LAW TO REGULATE PARKING ON STREETS FROM 
DECEMBER 15TH TO MARCH 31ST IN THE FOLLOWING 
YEAR BY-LAW NUMBER 1416 


THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF DESERONTO 
ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1. THAT in order to facilitate the plowing and removal of snow 
no vehicle shall be parked between the hours of 1:00 A.M. 
and 8:00 A.M. on any street in the Town of Deseronto. 


THAT any vehicle so parked in violation of this By-Law may 
be removed at the owner's expense and subject to a fine of 
$5.00 for each offence. 


THAT this By-Law shall come into force and effect when a 
true copy of same has been published three times in a local 
newspaper having general circulation in the Municipality 
and the provisions of this By-Law be carried out at the 
discretion of the Chief of Police. 


THAT in each Year subsequent to the year in which the 
foregoing notification is first published, the clerk shall cause 
to be published three times, in a local newspaper having 
general circulation in the Municipality a true copy of the 
By-Law. 


THAT this By-Law shall supersede any previous By-Laws

Mayor Sharpe 
is returned 


James Sharpe, mayor of 
Deseronto for the past four 
years, won his first victory at 
the polls on Monday. Acclaimed 
as mayor for the previous two 
terms, Mayor Sharpe was this 
year given a resounding vote 
of confidence by Deseronto 
voters, by a large majority. 
Mayor Sharpe said that he 
had hoped to win the election, 
but was completely surprised 
at having such a large majority 
(the figures were 470-134) 

Mrs. McCullough, who 
resigned her post as councillor in 
order to run in the mayoralty 
race, took her defeat graciously. 

Mayor Sharpe says that he 
has two primary aims to which 
he will devote his energies 
over the next term. The first 
is to get more financial 
assistance from government 
for the newly installed sewage 
system. At the present time, 
the province is paying approx- 
imately 50% of the total cost 
or about $750,000. Mayor 
Sharpe plans to solicit additional 
funds from the Federal government 
as he feels that the remainder 
of the cost, normally paid by 
the municipality, is still too 
much of a burden for Deseronto 

tax-payers. 

In addition, Mayor Sharpe 
intends to encourage housing, 
development in Deseronto, to 
create a broader tax base. The 


town still owns considerable 
vacant land which can be used 


for this purpose, and it is Mayor 
Sharpe's contention that this 
land should be offered at a 
minimal cost in order to encour- 
age development. The town 
needs industry too, but he feels 
that additional housing will 
more readily add to the tax 
base. 


In the contest for P.U.C. 
commissioner, Adrian McCormick 
won over Frank Topping, incum- 
bent, by 350 votes to 246. 

For the four vacant positions 
on council, the following were 
elected: Edgar Gordanier (337) 
Jim McVicker (322), John 
Mitchell (296) and Fletcher Vick 
(283). Defeated were Percy 
Brooks (276) and Peter Dickinson 
(262). 

The turn-out at the polls 
was greater than it has been 
in several years, according 
to Town Clerk, Sam Knapp. 

This year's percentage of the 1056 
eligible voters was about 57%, 
whereas last year only about 43% 
turned out.

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AIAI presents paper 


In last week's Scanner, a | 
brief report was given of the 
AIAI conference held in Brant- | 
ford on November 27th, at | 
which The Hon. Jean Chrétien | 
was present to hear the Associ- | 
ation's counter-proposal to the | 
Federal Government's White | 
Paper, issued in June 1969. 

In fact, the Association | 
members dislike the term counter+ 
proposal! instead they call their 
66-page submission a "position 
paper. " It is an excellent and 
thorough paper, the product of 
almost two years of research, 
deliberation and writing, and 
the "powers that be" would do 
well to implement some, if 
not.all, of the Associations’ 
suggestions without wasting any 
more time. 

In the following few weeks 
it is the editor's intention to 
publish a slightly shortened ver- | 
sion of the paper, in installments 
for the edification of our 
readers and hopefully for the 
advancement of the cause. 

In the introduction to the 
Position paper the reason for the 
founding of the Association and 
its working principles are clear- 
ly stated, as follows: 

The Association of Iroquois 
and Allied Indians was formed, 
primarly, as a political organi- 
zation to represent its member 
Bands in any negotiation or 
consultation with any level of 
government affecting the welfare 
of the member Bands as a whole. 


After the Federal Government 


enunciated its policy on Indian 
Affairs in June of 1969, the 
Minister responsible made the 
statement that in discussing this 
policy, he would only deal with 
Indian Associations. This was an 
entirely new concept in dealing 
with the Indians. Prior to this, 
each Reserve was a seporate 
entity, usually separated by 
some distance from each other 
and with very little communicatiot 
between them, except by indi- 
vidual members, in a social 

way. There was no existing or- 
ganization which represented 
any of the member Bands. If a 
Band could only be heard through 


an Association, It was decided 


to form such an Association. 
After a few preliminary meetings, 
the following Bands: 

St. Regis, Tyendinaga, Oneida, 
Six Nations, Mississauga, 
formed the Association of Iro- 
quois and Allied Indians. The 
Gibson Band, by Resolution of 


| its Council, gave its support to 


the Association. The Moravian 
| Band, by Band Resolution, 
applied for and was received 
| into membership of the Associa- 
tion. 
Caughnawaga had represen- 
| tatives at the preliminary meet- 
| ings but it was felt that since they, 
were in Quebec, they could | 
better be served through the 
Quebec association, of which 
they were a member.

It is not the inten- 
tion to try and come up with an 
over all solution as this would 
be impossible due to the many 
diverse and complex problems. 
However, the members of the 
Association will continue their 
deliberations and will recommend 
how their suggestions may be im- 
plemented either within the 
framework of the present legis- 
lation or by amending legistation 
at a later presentation. 

The Association may be cri- 
ticized for not hiring trained 
experts to assist them. But to

date the Indians have been stud- 
ied and surveyed with what re- 
sult? IF only a fraction of the 
time, money and effort spent on 
these studies and surveys were 
used in the proper way, the lot 
of the Indian would be consider- 
ably improved. Most of the stu- 
dies and surveys were done by 
professional and academic per- 
sonnel with no report or feed- 
back to the Indian people them- 
selves. These surveys and reports 
have not been acted upon and 
consequently are of no great 
assistance except to the people 
who did them. 

It is not the intention of the 
Association to rehash the infor- 
mation contained in these surveys 
and reports, as the "powers that 
be" should be aware of the infor- 
mation contained in them, and 
repetition would not serve any 
useful purpose. Nor is it the 
intention of the Association to 
belabour the past. Every Parlia- 
mentary Committee, Royal Com- 
mission, and what have you, for 
the 150 years of investigating 


Indian Affairs have reported 
and recommended that "some- 
thing be done" to help the 
Indian better his lot in life. 

The Indian holds a unique 
Position in the political system 
of Canada. This was establ ished 
in the very earliest dealings 
with the Native people. It was 
written into the British North 
America Act under which 
"Indians and lands reserved for 
the Indians" was placed under 
the sole jurisdiction of the 
Federal Government. It is 
imperative that this unique 
Position be maintained. Canada 
would lose something very vital 
and historic, if o course of 
action was taken which would 
do away with it. 

All the Association isod 
asking is that the Federal Goy- 
ernment live up to its obligations 
and recognize its responsibility 
that it has sole jurisdiction over

Indians and land s reserved for 
the Indians. If the property and 
civil rights of the Indians were 
to be a Provincial matter, the 
British North America Act 
would have so legislated. 

The member Bands of this 
Association haven't too much 
quarrel with the Indian Act. 
Without it, there would have 
been no protection of the Res- 
erve lands. 
| Economic, educational and 
| cultural programs can be carried 

on within the framework of the 
existing legistation with only a 
few minor amendments. It is 
not the existing legislation that 
is at fault. Mr. John MacDon- 
| ald, then Deputy Minister of 
| Indian. Affairs and Northern 
Development, in giving evi- 
dance on January 20th, 1970, . 
| before a Special Senate Commi- 
| ttee on Poverty, explained 
where the fault lies, in that 
"We have misjudged the 
degree of competance required 
in human relationships, and in 
the evolution and implementa- 
tion of effective policies."

We trust that the above recomm- 
endations will receive your kind 
consideration. 

Deseronto was the only 


municipality officially represented. 


Other groups represented were 
conservation groups, chambers 
of commerce, tourist promotion 
groups, and government deport- 
ments, from Kingston, Picton 
and Prince Edward County, 
Peterborough and the Belleville- 
Trenton area.

Surprising as it seems, many 
of the customs associated with 
our Canadian Christmas did 
not originate here. Although 
we consider the Christmas tree 
very much a part of Canadiana 
it has to come to us from 
Germany and the Christmas 
card, from England.

THAT any vehicle so parked in violation of this By-Law ma 
be removed at the owner's expense and subject to a fine of 
$5.00 for each offence. 


THAT this By-Law shall come into force ond effect when a 
true copy of same has been published three times in a local 
newspaper having general circulation in the Municipality 
and the provisions of this By-Law be carried out at the 
discretion of the Chief of Police. 


THAT in each Year subsequent to the year in which the 
foregoing notification is first published, the clerk shall cause 
to be published three times, in a local newspaper having 
general circulation in the Municipality a true copy of the 
By-Law.

Claims and Treaties 


The following which is the 
secand installment of a series, 
presenting a slightly abridged 
version of the position paper 


Chretien by the Association of 
Iroquois and Allied Indians, was 
Prepared by Chief Earl Hill of 
the Tyendinaga Mohawks. 


The member Bands of the 
Association used practically 
all of Southern Ontario as their | 
hunting grounds, and their 
claim to the aboriginal right to 
the land is not to be taken 
lightly 


After the American Rey - 
olution, Britain's Indian allies 
settled permanently in Southern 
Ontario. It was Britain's pol- 
icy to recognize the existence 
of Native rights in the lands 
they occupied. Consequently, 
the British policy was not to oc- | 
cupy land until certain Native 
rights in it had been surrendered 

| or removed. However, this 
policy was subject to the over— | 
riding provision in the Proclam- 
ation of 1763, that the Indians | 
| had to surrender the land to the 
Crown to be sold or leased 


The Iroquois and other mem- 
| bers of the Association came to 
Southern Ontario after the Am- 
erican Revolution and either 
bought or were given grants of 


land in compensation for the | 
losses of lands held in what be- 
came the United States, because 
of their alliance with the Brit- 
ish Government. 


These tracts were well de- 
fined and the Indians took it 
for granted that their tenure of 
this land would be the same 
tenure as they held in their 
homeland, namely, complete 
sovereignty. The Imperial Gov- 
ernment took the stand that 
these grants were subject to the 
Proclamation of 1763, and this 
is basically the underlying cause 
of the discord even today. 

Then in 1850, the Govern- 
ment arbitrarily set the bourd- 
aries of Indian Reserve lands in 
Southern Ontario, irrespective 
of whether the lands had been 
surrendered or not. What sur- 
rendered lands remain unsold, 


} 
even the Government does not 


know, and no surrendered lands 
should be sold until the claims 
of the Indians are settled.

The Imperial Government, 
and ofter 1860, the Canadian 
Government, continued the pol- 
icy of obtaining surrenders of 
Indian land, and even put In- 
dian Affairs under the Crown 
Lands Department, and sold the 
lands so surrendered with the 
proceeds to be held in trust for 
the supposed use and benefit of 
the Indian Bands. By this poli- 
cy, the Government acted as 
trustee for the Indians and should 
now account for its trusteeship. 

At the time of Confedera- 
tion, this trusteeship was con— 
tinued by the Federal Govern- 
ment, and it was given sole jur- 
isdiction over "{ndians and lands 
reserved to the Indians. " 


In 1871 and in subsequent 
years, Treaties were made with 
the Indians, under which the 
Government acquired certain 
Native rights to Western Canada, 
Northern parts of Ontario and 
Quebec, in return for certain 
annuities, but reserving to the 
Indians the right to hunt and fish 
over the unceded and any of the 
unsold ceded territory. 

But the Government has 
been very remiss in its trustee- 
shipby not protecting this right, 
either against Provincial legis— 
lation or International agree- 
ments such as the Migratory 
Birds Act. 

The Government legislated 
the rights it had reserved to the 
Indians of hunting and fishing, 
out of existence. It is very el- 
ementary law that you cannot be

MASTER PLAN FOR STUDY 

The preliminary master plans 
for the Macaulay Mountain 
conservation area were presented 
to the Prince Edward Conserva- 
tion authority at their meeting 
last Wednesday. 

James Stansbury presented 
the plans to the authority mem- 
bersfor discussion and study. 

The proposed area is on the 
edge of Picton and consists of 
approximately 450 acres of land.

excused from fulfilling a con- 


tract, because of a condition 
that you yourself created. 


Therefore, it is legally and 
morally wrong for the Govern- 
ment to hide behind these Inter- 
national agreements to which it 
is a party in denying a right 
which it had already given to 
the Indians, that of hunting and 
fishing on the unsold ceded ter- 
titory as well as on the unceded 
territory covered in the several 
Indian Treaties. 


Can these vital matters be 
rectified? The Indians have 


suffered terribly. in the post and 
this is the cause of their present 
plight today. No wonder the 


Indian has taken the position 
that every cent being spent on 
him now is not a gift but only a 
very small payment for what the 
Government owes him. 


The Federal Government 
has appointed a Commissioner 
"to consult with authorized re- 
presentatives of the Indians and 

(a) to receive and study the 
grievances arising in res- 
pect of: 

(1) the performance of the 
terms of treaties ond a- 
greements formally en- 
tered into by representa- 
tives of the Indians and 
the Crown; and 


tive 


the administration of 
money and lands pursu- 
ant to schemes establi- 
shed by legislation for 
the benefit of the In- 
dians. ” 


(ii) 


In the first place, any 
treaty or agreement was made 
with a particular Band of Indi- 
ans and any discussion, consul- 
tation or inquiry should be with 
the Indians of the particular 
Band concerned. Of course, 
the bond may appoint represen- 
tatives to speak for it but that 
is a prerogative of the Band, 
not of the Government. Under 
the present terms of reference, 
the Government is apporently 
dealing with the Indian as an 
individual, whereas it has been 
traditional Government policy 
to deal with the Indians as a 
people. Unless the representa- 
tives with whom the Commission- 
er consults are duly appointed 
by the Bands concerned, such 
an inquiry is of no value and 
would decide nothing. 


None of the claims of the 
member Bands of the Association 
come within either of the two 
classes of grievances into which 
the Commissioner is appointed to 
inquire. The Government does 
not look upon any of the member 
Bands of the Association as 
"Treaty Indians", and so our 
claims do not come under the 


first class of grievances. Even 

if the Commissioner interpreted 
his terms of reference as suffic- 
iently broad to include the mem- 


| ber Bands' claims, there is no 


assurance that the tribunal set up 
to actually hear the claims would 
take such a view. 

So, unless the terms of ref- 
erence are changed to include 
any and all land transactions 
undertaken as a result of surren- 
ders or compulsory taking, the 
Commission is meaningless to 
the member Bands of the Associ- 
tion. 

Since the trusteeship of our 
lands was forced upon us, to- 
gether with the resulting trustee- 
ship of the monies derived from 
the sale, the terms of reference 
of the Commissioner should be 
broadened to inquire into such 
trusteeship. This would put the 
onus on the Government to prove 
that its dealings were fair and 
equitab le and in accordance 
with the laws concerning trustees 


Under these circumstances, 
the proper procedure would be 
for the Commissioner to have a 
preliminary meeting between the 
appropriate Government Depart- 
ment and the representative of 
the Band concerned, and the 
Commissioner would then be in o 
Position to determine what finan= 
cial assistance the Bond requires 
to do the necessary research, and 
make such financial assistance 
available. 


It is of paramount import- 
ance that the Indians’ claims be 
heard and settled. This should 
be given top priority. They have 
been too long outstanding and 
until they are settled, there will 
not be that unity amongst the 
Indian Bands as is required to a- 
chieve full development of their 
potential. Each Band is jealous 
of its rights, and until these ore 
definitely defined, each Band 
will remain on entity to itself 
Only ofter each of their positions 
is clarified will they act as a co- 
hesive group to solve their other 


problems.

but of many seemingly harmless 
toys. A marble, for instance, 
can mean hours of play toa 
nine-year-old boy and death 
to a baby. 

"In addition, an intelligent 
assessment of the possible misuse 
of a toy in order. For example, 
a pull toy is an excellent one for 
a toddler but should never ac- 
company him into a play pen or 
crib where the cord could get 
cought around his neck and 
strangle him." 

Mrs. Lawrence, wife of the 
Ontario minister of financial 
and commercial affairs and 
mother of four, says parents 
should also realize the dangers 
inherent in some toys. 


"They should warn school- 
age children who are using 
electiical toys such as wood- 
burning sets not to operate such 


toys when their hands or clothing 


are wet. They should see that 
infloteble water toys ore never 
used by non-swimmers in water 
beyond their depth. 

"Finally, that most inno- 
cent-appearing toy, the balloon 
has been known to asphyxiate 
several children who inhaled 
instead of exhaling while blow- 
ing them up." 

Mrs. Lawrence, whose Ot- 
tawa based organization of 
about 20 volunteer workers each 
year tests a quantity of toys on 
the market, includes in her arf- 
icle both explanations of legis- 
lation affecting toy safety in 
Canada and tipsto consumers 
about hazards to watch for when 
buying toys. 

For example, she advises 
persons buying rattles and simi- 
liar infant toys to avoid thin, 
brittle plastic “as it is extreme- 
ly splintery and dangerous when 
broken." Bells and balls which 
are part of infant toys should be 
too large to swallow should they 
become detached. 

A section on costumes warn 
parents to read a costume label 
carefully to see whether the 
outfit resists Flame and whether 
washing will affect this quality. 

"Some light-reflecting parts 
are desirable if the costume is 


to be worn at night. As masks 
can restrict vision and be on- 
comfortable, the Canadian Toy 
Testing Council recommends 
using washable theatrical make- 
up instead. It is safer, cheaper 
and just as much fun." 

The council also says that 
play housekeeping equipment 
which is primarily intended for 
three, four and five-year-old 


children should not be electrical. 


"This age group has no way 
of understanding the potential 
fire, shock and burn hazard of 
the potential of an electrical 
outlet and so has no business 
plugging anything into one."

He failed to fulfil an en- 
gagement in 1965 when a pro- 
tracted security council meet- 
ing on the civil war in the 
Dominican Republic prevented 
him from receiving an honorary 
doctor of laws degree at a May 
convocation. 

Friday, it was announced 
the U thant will be Queen's 
fourth Brockington visitor and 
will spend several days on the 
campus next fall. 

Previous Brockington visi- 
tors have been former Prime 
Misister Lester B. Pearson (1969 
Sir Bernard Lovell (1970) and 
most recently, Gunnar Mydral 
of Sweden. 

The Brockington Visitorship 
was established to honor the 
late Leonard W. Brockington, 
a distinguished broadcaster and 
public servant, who was rector 
of Queen's from 1947 until 
his sdeath in 1966.

FISHERIES RESEARCH STATION 
PREPARES FOR FIELD PROJECT 

Preparations are underway 
at the Fisheries Research Station 
at Glenora for International 
Field Year of the Great Lakes 
which is 1972. This is the first 
Major project of its kind under- 
taken jointly by Ontario and 
the United States. The project 
involves a physical study of 
Lake Ontario. 

A spokesman for the Fisher- 
ies Research Station at Glenora 
said employees are preparing 
equipment for the Field Year 
project. The goal of the project 
he said is to determine the cur- 
rent status of the Lake. A great 
deal i sknown about pollution 
inputs and outputs he explained 
but what goes on in between? 
A series of biological and chem- 
ical studies of the lake will be 
made. 

The investigation is very 
important the spokesman said. 
This will be the first year of a 
fully integrated work project 
between Conada and the US 
and it is hoped an integrated 
work pattern can be established 
and maintained in the future. 

The beginning of the field 
year is April 1. In January of 
next year Canada and the US 
will make a full announcement 
re: the project. Two large 
vessels from each country as well 
as dozens of smaller boats will 
be involved.

Mr. Haber, a doctoral candidate 
in zoology at the University of 
British Columbia, is conducting 
long-term studies of wolves and 
their prey in Mount McKinley 
National Park, Alaska. 

Wolves are perhaps the most 
social of all sub-human verte- 
brates. A pack of wolves is not

beasts, each bent on fending only 
for itself, but a highly organized, 
well disciplined group of related 
individuals or family units, all 
working together in a remark- 
ably amiable, efficient manner. 

One pack, in Alaska's 
Mount McKinley National Park, 
whose behavior | have followed 
closely for six years, typified 
the highly social nature of Canis 
lupus. 

The members ofthis pack are 
ranked according to the strict 
convention of a dominance 
hierarchy--a kind of pecking 
order--in which each adult 
knows its position of authority 
and there are fe w if any instances 
of overt strife (in some 900 hours 
of watching wolves in the wild, 
| have yet to see a case of all- 
out fighting within an established 
pack). 

Most important however, this 
highly developed social organi- 
zation seems to result in a very 
efficient division of labor within 
the pack, with the top-ranking 
adults assuming the most impor- 
tant responsibilities. The pack 
leader or "alpha" mu, 2--the 
strongest, fastest, wisest, most 
experienced wolf in the pack-- 
has the ultimate decisionmaker 
of power and his authority is 
unquestioned. He sires the young 
of the pack and the pack relies 
on him in critical situations. His 
mood usually dictates the mood 
of the pack, and all regularly 
acknowledge his authority in a 
variety of ritualized ceremonies. 

It is the second-ranking 
(beta) male, however, who 
directs most of the routine acti- 
vities of the group, almost as a 
kind of co-leader or strong 
assistant to the alpha male. The 
beta male often takes the ini- 
tiative when the pack is on the 
hunt and during the early part of 
the denning period attends to 
the whelping female even more 

closely than does her own mate 
the alpha male--although all 
individuals participate to some 
extent in the duties of hunting 
and caring for the mother and 
young. 

The beta male's particular 
attentiveness to the breeding 
female and her reciprocal ar- 
traction to him would almost 
lead one to conclude they are 
mates, but our observations of 
this pack during the courtship 
and mating period over the past

winter indicate this isn't so. 
So long as the present alpha re- 
tains his authority, the top 
female will remain his and no 
other male will be permitted to 
mate with her. And the beta 
male will have to be content 
with his role as a vicarious 
husband and father . 

From the way the alpha 
male delegates authority to the 
beta male to run more routine 
activities of the pack, it would 
almost seem that there is some 
purposeful attempt by him to 
conserve energy for the most 
important behavioral respon- 
sibilities such as mating and 
guiding the pack in critical sit- 
uations--much as an efficient 
human leader in the event the 
alpha male were to become 
badly injured or died suddenly, 

The top-ranking female is 
another key individual in the 
pack. 

During the winter as the 
pack travels within its territory 
as a unit continuously on the 
hunt, she generally plays an 
active, aggressive role in help- 
ing to detect and capture prey. 

But during the spring and 
summer, at which time the 
pack hunts nightly from a fixed 
den site, her duties are more 
domestic. Most of her time dur- 
ing this period is spent at the 
den caring for her pups. After 
late May, however, when the

or two subordinate male or 
female adults or yearlings 
of the pack. “ : 

Occasionally she will even 
leave the pups with a babysitter 
and lighthearedly trot off with 
the other adults for a fling on th 
the nightly hunt. 

In man y ways the socia! 
gathering of wolves is almost 
identical to what anthropologists 
have pieced together as the 
social organization of early man, 
or even to that of some primitive 
human hunter-gatherer societies 
of today. 

The well-defined domin- 
ance order and disciplined man- 
ner in which duties are assigned 
and carried out, the presence 
of different generations of the 
same family living together, the 
prolonged dependency of the 
young, the group effort in rai- 
sing and training them, the co- 
operation of many individuals 
in hunting large prey--in these 
and other respects wolves, like 
our own human ancestors, have 
developed a highly effective 
means of coping with a wide variety 
variety of ecological conditions. 

Perhaps by more intensively 
studying--not persecuting--a 
species so similar in behavior to 
that. of our ancestors, we can 
learn much more about ourselves.

The thrust of the continuing 
debate concerning the environ- 
mental impact of snowmobiles 
has unfortunately been limited 
to noise. Recent ecological stu- 
dies strongly suggest that the 
horizon of the debate should 
be broadened to include the 
effect of snow compaction on 
the structure of the soil itself. 

Dr. Wanek, Centre for En- 
vironmental Studies, Bemidji 
State College in Minnesota, 
rpported the results of his 
continuing experiments at a re- 
cent snowmobile conference in 
London, Ontario. He found that 
the soil temperature in the 
crucial top six inches was just 
a fraction below freezing on the 
untouched plots, whereas it 
was far below freezing, as much 
sas-+48c, after the snow had been 
compacted by snowmobiles. The 
significance of these figures 
lies in the fact that bulbs or corms 
will not survive the winter if 
they experience temperatures be- 
low freezing. 

Further, Dr. Wanek found a 
hundred-fold decrease in the 
total number of soil microbes on 
the snowmobilesplots, and a 
tuototen-fold decrease in fungi 
population. It should be noted 
here, that Dr. Wanek's defini- 
tion of heavy snowmobile use 
was one snowmobile pass ofter 
every significant snowfall for 
a winter toal of 12 passes. 

Dr. Wanek reported that 
since his studies were on-going, 
they could not be regarded as 
being conclusive, but that not- 
withstanding, did give a clear 
indication of the damage caused 
by these snowmobile machines.
